of the pygmy chim- 
panzee in the Congo 
Basin. Recent 
assignments include 
photographing 
puffins in the North 
Atlantic and covering 
Brazil's threatened 
Pantanal wetlands. 


BILL. FRAKES 


A staff photographer 
for Sports 
Illustrated, Bill 
Frakes has covered 
sports events world- 
wide for more than 
15 years, including 
the past several 
Olympic Games. 
Frakes’ work extends 
beyond sports cover- 
age to include photo- 
journalistic and 
artistic projects. He 
was recently award- 
ed the Pulitzer. Prize 
for his coverage of 
the hurricane which 
swept Florida.
